OF this $3,000 contribution, 3500 was
allocated to the NCCC in accordance with the joint-fondraising formula; it is our
understanding that the remaining 34,500 was allocated according to the formula to the other
fout joint-fundraising participants, specifically the "Unity Funds” of California, Ohio,
Mississippi and Wisconsin. Therefore, the tolal contribution to DCCC by AHAPAC in 1993
was $15 000

check #5108 in the amount of $1,000 dated February 22, 1993 payable to Friends of Jim
Sasser be redesignated from the 1934 Primary Election to the 1934 General Election
